Selectmen vote to sell land 


Wilmington selectmen voted on 
Monday night to sell a piece of tax 
title land to Paul Buonopane of 
Faulkner Avenue. The I for 
the sale caused a great deal of cae 
troversy among the selectmen 

Builder David Newhouse attended 
the meeting, accompanied by At- 
torney Joseph They asked 
that the land be sold by auction. 

“We are simply asserting that, one, 
we were there first, and two, we 
would like to bid on it,” said Courtney. 

Selectman Jim Banda said, “Id 
caution that the town go very 
cautiously about putting a lot out to 
auction as a buildable lot. 

Newhouse sought to buy the land to 
combine with another adjoining lot to 
create a building lot..The adjoining 
lot is only 5000 square feet. Some 
years ago, the town was the 
beneficiary of some hard-fought 
special legislation to eliminate the 
building on 50 foot lots. Courtney

offered the opinion, though, that when 
the town adopted the zoning enabling 
act, it effectively voided the special 
legislation on 50 foot lots. He also said 
that under section 16, the selectmen 
may sell tax title property at public 
auction. 

Chairman Rocco DePasquale said 
that he would like to see Newhouse 
have the ity to bid on the 
land. He felt that to do otherwise 
would leave Newhouse stuck with the 
land that he already owns. 

Buonopane said he was concerned 
that.if Newhouse were to build on the 
land, that it would cause water 
problems on his lot. 

Selectman Bob Cain asked if 

and Newhouse had tried to 
Settle the problem themselves, with 
One selling to the other. He asked if 
there ‘was a problem, that they 
couldn't approach one another. 

“My problem is money,” said 

», noting that he did not 
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for approval. 

With that document already printed 
and all but signed, the state is more 
than reluctant to make any changes in 
it. Thus, the pleas to leave West 
Street as it is cannot be incorporated 
into the plans at this point. And the 
state cannot tell the Federal govern- 
ment that it plans to change the plans 
after the Environmental Impact 
‘Statement has been approved. If the 
state were to even hint that the plans 
were to be changed, it would risk 
disapproval of the entire project by 
the feds. 

The question has become a hot 
potato, a very hot one. With residents 
of West Street concerned about their 
homes, and Hayes acting as 
spokesman for the neighborhood, 
D.P.W. has been trying to made 
Hayes and at the same time, protect 
their project and ensure that it will 
meet with federal approval. 

Wilmington's two state represen- 
tatives have locked horns on the issue, 
each sensitive to the D.P.W.'s con- 
cerns as well as other concerns. Rep. 
Michael Barrett met with the 
Wilmington selectmen last month and 
told. them that West Street north 


would not be touched. Miceli met with 
them two weeks ago and told them 
that the street was still in the plans. 

In a recent meeting at the Mass, 
D.P.W. office, the two became 
mp in a very heated discussion. 

One key to the controversy was in @ 
letter from the D.P.W. Commissioner 
Dean Amidon. Miceli presented the 
letter to the Wilmington selectmen 
two weeks ago. The letter said that 
the project will include the realign- 
thent of West Street north and south of 
Route 129. But then, in the last 
paragraph, Amidon said that “the 
final design may involve minor 
changes in alignment or configuration 
due to development of larger more 
accurate plans and refinement of 
details. general plan, however, 
will be as ited in the Final 
Environmental Impact Bialemear 
subject to acceptance of Federal 
Highway Administration and con- 
sistence with the functional 
requirements of the facility and of the 
community." 

Amidon’s carefully worded 
statement goes as close to reassuring 
residents as is possible without 
compromising the entire project.

An Official Map, in Massachusetts, 
should not be confused with the or-

An Official Map is achieved, by a 
town, after a lot of surveying and a lot 
of committee work, and then a town 
meeting in which the town votes to 
accept the Official Map. It is 
designed to prevent the use of old 
inactive house lots and old streets 
never built and nearly forgotten. 

The Town of Wilmington, on June 
25, 1973 voted for an Official Map. The 
vote was made in a special town 
meeting, and there was a sense of 
jubilation among some of the plan- 
ning board members, when the vote 
was passed. 

Wilmington had become the fourth, 
or maybe it was the third town in 
Massachusetts to have an Official

Water chemistry 


‘This is the third in a series of ar- 

ticles submitted by the League of 
Women Voters of Wilmington which 
will examine the areas of water 
supply, water quality, conservation 
methods, drinking water supply 
crises and some solutions which have 
been proposed. 
‘The chemical nature of water is 
important to man, We do not want the 
water we drink to taste salty or of 
sulfur or iron, but neither do we want 
it to taste flat like distilled water. We 
also want it to be soft th to lather 
easily. It is the dissolved chemical 
compounds called salts that give 
water its taste and that make it either 
hard or soft. 

The presence of calcium and 
magnesium combine with soap to 
for insoluble matter that deposits in 
the weave of the cloth being washed. 
This matter is extremely difficult to 
remove, and with continual washing 
in hard water white sheets and clothes 
become the much advertised ‘tattle- 
tale gray,’ 

‘There is great variety of kinds and 
amounts of salts in water, and their 
effects may be vastly different. Table 
salt, or sodium chloride, which is only 
one of the many kinds of salts, gives 
some water a salty taste. Some salts 
make water hard; yet these same 
salts can be helpful to irrigation. 
Others can ruin the soil if used for 
irrigation, and one can poison crops. 
One salt that can mottle teeth can also 
protect them from decay. if the 
amount is right. And thus it goes. 
How do these salts get into our water? 

Rainfall, thought not chemically 
pure, is nearly pure water. As it falls 
itis at its purest moment in the entire 
hydrologic cycle. It contains dust 
material washed out of the air, salt 
carried inland from sea spray, and 
most important, carbon dioxide. 
When rain strikes the ground it im- 
mediately comes into contact with 
many kinds of soluble materials. 
Rocks are composed of minerals, 
most of ‘which are practically in- 
soluble in water, Given it periods 
of time, however - nature has 
plenty of time - appreciable amounts 
are dissolved. The solvent action of 
water is increased by the carbon 
dioxide absorbed from the soil air. 
Many chemical elements are taken 
into solution by the water trickling 
and flowing through and over rocks 
and the soil. Furthermore, new 
chemical compounds are formed 
wehre these elements meet in 
solution. 

Chemical reactions 
The chemistry is complex, but we 
can illustrate one source of dissolved 
matter in water by looking at what 
can happen to one common mineral,

This is one of the minerals 
that make up the rock known as 
granite. One kind of feldspar contains 
oxygen, silicon, aluminum, and 
sodium. Among these elements 
sodium is held least tightly to its 
chemical partners, and so it is 
removed first in solution. Few 
elements are dissolved in pure or 

unattached form; rather, they join 
with some other element or com- 
bination of elements to form a new 
compound. Feldspar is therefore a 
‘source of sodium and silicon in water. 
Other minerals produce a wide 
variety of compounds when dissolved

sulfate. Solution of limestone forms 
caves, of which Carlsbad Caverns in 
New Mexico and Mammoth Cave in 
Kentucky are examples of the fan- 
tastic shape and size which may 
result from solution. 

The quantity of mineral matter 
carried by water depends chiefly on 
the type of rocks and soils with which 
the water comes in contact but the 
length of time of the contact is also 
important. Ground water usually 
contains more dissolved mineral 
matter than surface water because 
ground water remains in contact with 
rocks and soils for longer periods of 
time. Most streams are fed by. both 
surface water and by ground water. 
River waters therefore generally 
reflect the chemical character of 
ground water during dry periods. 
River waters carry less dissolved 
material during rainy periods or 
when there is heavy snowmelt, For 
this reason river water varies more in 
chemical character than ground 
water. 

Rainwater usually contains less 
than 10 parts per million of dissolved 
matter; that is, a million pounds of 
water contains 10 pounds of dissolved 
material. This matter increases 
steadily as the water flows through

Sodium is an element that causes 
trouble on irrigated farms. Sodium 
salts tend to make a soil sticky when 
wet and to form clods when dry, with 
the result that its absorb water 
only with difficulty. It also has some 
harmful effects on plant growth.

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prevent cavities in children’s teeth, 
but in excessive amounts it mottles 
and discolors the tooth enamel. 
Chemically pure water has a flat 
taste and for this reason people prize 
the taste-of water from springs and 
wells which have ‘flavor’ due to a 
small amount of salts in solution. 
Salts in natural waters may be 
harmful or beneficial and so it is 
important to know the amount and 
kind of salts in our water supply and 
how they affect the use of the water.

Carol Wareing to run for 
school committee 


Carol Wareing 

Carol Wareing has announced her 
candidacy for the Tewksbury School 
Committee, 

Wareing, a professor of education 
at Tufts University, cites ‘‘the present 
committee's failure to reflect the 
needs and concerns of the community 
it represents,” as one of the major 
reasons she is seeking election. 

“The school committee lacks 
leadership and direction,” states 
Wareing, citing the continuing 
dilemma of the high school and the 
large number of students leaving the 
system as two examples supporting 
her claim. a 

Wareing believes that, ‘the high 
school situation could have been 
resolved | ago if educationally 
sound, cost-effective alternatives had 
been placed before the townspeople, 
rather than the ‘take-it-or-leave-it’ 
propositions offered in the past. The 
people of Tewksbury, when 
adequately informed and given the 
opportunity, are well qualified to 
reach a sound decision,” says 
Wareing. 

Wareing, also alarmed at the 
growing numbers of students leaving 
the system, believes it to be a sign of 
citizen dissatisfaction and lack of 
confidence in the present school 
system, She says, “It is grossly 
unfair for people to pay taxes and pay 
private tuition or otherwise look 
outside the community for their 
children’s education out of perceived 


ty. 

“The erosion of discipline, 
especially at the junior and senior 
high schools, is another area which 
has received neither adequate nor 
careful attention,” *according to 
Wareing. “Clear and consistent 
Guidelines fostering firm yet fair 
disciplinary practices must be 
established,” she maintains, ‘and it 
is essential that the staff receive 
administrative support for their ef- 
forts in this area.” 

Wareing proposes that these 
disciplinary guidelines should stress a 
return of the students to what she 
terms, “the basic three R's of live: 

, Respect, and Respon- 


Carol Wareing believes that a new 
direction is needed to meet the 
challenges of the new decade.. “Too 
often, political considerations and 
personal conflicts have overshadowed 
educational and community needs. A 
mutual respect among’ the ad- 
ministration, staff, students, and 
community, presently lacking, must 
be encouraged. Further, effective co- 
operation must be developed between 
the various town boards and lines of 
communication with the townspeople 
must be maintained.” Wareing ap- 
plauds the on-going efforts ‘of the 
present ad hoc committee toward 
such ends, 

“My commitment is to develop the 
highest quality educational system 
that meets the needs and is within the 
means of the community of 
Tewksbuty.”” 

Wareing, a Tewksbury resident and 
taxpayer, is an active membe r in the 
League of Women Voters, serving as 
educational diréctor and observor, a 
member of the Friends of Tewksbury 
Hospital, and the citizens’ 
representative on the curriculum 
advisory committee to the school 
committee, 

Carol Wareing received her PhD in 
Curriculum and Instruction and her 
Master of Science in Teaching degree 
in a combined Geology-Geophysics 
and Secondary Education program 
from Boston College, having 
previously earned a B.S. degree from 
Northeastern University. She is a 
member of Phi Delta Kappa National 
Honor Society.

Wilmington police news 


Bad weather was a contributing 
factor in a number of the 14 auto 
accidents that were investigated by 
Wilmington police this week.
